ner:   Most soils are suitabli 
for gardening- Chop off thi 
high weeds. Spade or have thi 
ground plowed. If possible, a 
the same time turn tinder a 
moderate application of anlma 
fertilizer one to one and one- 
fralt sacks <Jf Rarnyard manure 
ir a quarter sack of chicken or 

rabbit manure for every hun 
dred square feet. Doubling this 
amount, will b* better.

Let new ground stand for ten 
days- to t«t» weeUs after turn 
Ing it over before attempting to 
start see* or putting in trans 
?iants. If you kept the garden 
free of weeds all winter and do

Materials
Some concentrate fertilizer fo 

use as "side dressing" wm hel; 
the garden throughout the sea 
son. Buy sulphate of ammonia 
or nitrate of soda If possible 
If not, get the highest nitrat 
content mixed fertilizer avail 
able. The Victory Garden Spe 
clal is a six percent nitrogen 
fertiliser. This you can buy in 
ample quantities, but you wi 
need more per foot of row.

Insecticide and fungicide ma 
teriala should include sulphu 
for dusting, cryolite for dusting 
or spraying, nicotine sulphat 
either as dust or liquid, or pro 
pared rotenone or pyrethrum 
mixtures for dusting or spray 
Ing.

The sulphur and cryolite dust 
can be purchased mixed and is 
excellent for use on tomatoes 
Cryolite dust alone is excellent 
for cabbage to control worms.

In connection with preparation 
and general cleanup   weeds 
trash, any old garden plants 
will start material for a com 
post pile. Get after the gophers 
ind moles. Get them before 
they get your garden. 

Kinds to Plant
Leaf lettuce, carrots, chard, 

jcets, turnips, mustard greens, 
broccoli plants, and onion sets 
can all be planted now. By the 
atter part of April, tempera 
urea should be high enough to 
>ermlt planting of corn, string 
>eans, and summer squash. Do 
not buy tomato plants for- your 
;arden until late in May. Be 
rise and do what commercial 
;rowers do plant late in May 

or even through June. Don't 
ump the gun!

Yeast rolls are a cinch. Expert' 
ly milled flour and yeast that 
functions as predictably as a 
properly Incubated chick have re­ 
moved the hazards. Proper fol 
lowing of tested recipes Is youi 
responsibility.

tnB 1NGBED1BNTS
The basic Ingredients for bread 

and rolls are the same. Tested 
recipes will give vou instructions 
for making a large varletv of ven t 
bread products to tempt and 
please the family.

Hard wheat or breac flour Is 
not used In the average household 
Recipes have been developed for 
the use of all-purpose flour. Whole 
wheat, graham, corn and other 
cereals may be substituted for part 
of the wheat flour. Correct pro­ 
portions are*important. Follow tho 
recipe.

Yeast Is the leavening agent. 
Compressed veast Is in an active 
statp and multiplies rapidly. The 
amount used will determine- the 
time required for the dough to 
rise.

The Mould is usually milk. Other 
liquids are used to develop dif­ 
ferent flavors In the rolls. The 
liquid Is scalded to prevent the 
development of a sour or tnferlo 
product. Cooling to the lukewarm 
stage before adding the veast Is 
necessary. Too high a temperature 
will destroy the veast.

Salt, sugar and shortening are 
used for flavor and to Imnrove the 
quality of the product. Too much 
salt or sugar will retard tn» ac­

nd a heavy crust, five pounds 
f gypsum to one hundred 
quarc feet' may help. Gypsum 
s not a fertilizer, however. Soil 
csts of various kinds will be of 
10 value.

Bird Control
Exclusion of birds from 

young tender plants by some 
;ind of wire .covering is the only 
ffcctivo method of bird control. 

Late plantings will help. Plant- 
ng away from shrubbery and 
rushes will also help. A good 
at will scare them away. Scare- 
rows do little good. Poisoning 
s illegal.
